'‘Kentucky: United, We Stand; 
Divided, We Fall.” 

The above heading is a tr»ast that 
was responded to last evening, Dec. ! 
23rd, by Justice John Marshall Harlan 
at a banquet given by “The Kentuck- 
ians.” at the Plaza Hotel, New York 
City,. It was given in honor of Jus- 
tice Harlan, in commemoration of the 
completion, on Dec. 10th, of his thirty 
years of service as an Associate Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Hon. John G. Car- 
lisle, President of the Club, presided. 
We give extracts ftom Justice Har- 
lan’s remarks, viz : 

Mr. President. Feliow-Kentuckians 
and Guests : 

I count myself most happy to be sur- 
rounded on the present occasion by so 
many representative men of m> native 
State. Every true man has a peculiar 
affection for the State in which he 
first saw the light of day and in which 
he passed his early lite. But [it has 
seemed to me — indeed, and fa**! has 
been often commented upon by others 
- that there is an unusual feeling of 
brotherhood among Kentuckians. I 
am far enough advanced in years, fel- 
low-Kentuckians, to have known per- 
sonally the fathers, even the grand- 
fathers, of many members of this 
Club. At a memorable period in the 
country’s history I stood with the 
fathers of many of you under the flag 
&f the Union, while the fathers of 
some of your number rallied under 
another flag-each man, whether un- 
der the one flag or the other, reso- 
lutely contending for what, in his con- 
science, he deemed to be right. But 
we who then were opposed are, I re- 
joice to say, no longer estranged, but, 
with hands clasped in friendship, 
stand together under the same flag, 
now recognized throughout the world 
as the emblem of the great Republic. 
We may differ about political aues 
tions, but, apart from such differ- 
ences, when Kentuckians meet, whether 
in one of the States or in foreign 
lands, they warm towards each other 
because they are fellow-Kentuckians. 

We are, however, something more 
than Kentuckians. We are Ameri- 
cans. Trite as that praise may sound, 
the older 1 grow’ the more priceless to 
me is the fact it expresses. Proud as 
we may well be of the State that gave 
birth to Abraham Lincoln and Zachary 
Taylor and Samuel F. Miller, that sent 
Hernry Clay and John J. Crittenden 
to the Senate, and grew such men as 
Isaac Shelby, George Nichols, the 
Breckinridges, the Marshalls, John 
Biyle, George Robertson, Joseph R. 
Underwood, James Gutherie. John L. 
Helm, Richard H. Menefee, and many 
other distinguished in all the walks of 
life and too numerous to be mentioned 
on such an occasion— what would it 
mean to us to be Kentuckians it we 
were not also, or, rather, first of all, 
Americans, whose allegiance to the 
Nation in matters of general concern 
is above our allegiance to any State, 
Just as the Consti.ution cf the United 
States, with respect to all national 
objects, is above the Constitution of 
any State. 

The Toast assigned to me suggests, 
Mr. President, many interesting 
thoughts about the early days of our 
Commonwealth and its relations to the 
National Government. Going back 
for a moment to the beginnings of 
Kentucky’s history we recall the inter- 
esting fact that very shortly after the 
close of the War for Independence and 
after the acceptance of the Consitution 
by the requisite number of States, a 
scheme was devised by foreigners and 
domestic traitors to detach the people 
of Kentucky from all connection with 
the States and the Atlantic, and to 
make the Allleghanies the western 
limit of the United States. This 
scheme found no favor with the in- 
domitable hunters of Kentucky, who, 
surrounded by hostile Indian tribes in 



incomparable jurist whose proud and 
lucid judgments, on behalf of the Court 
of which he was the head, built the 
broad highway upon which the Nation 
has advanced to its present position 
of^power and strength and unity. 

There are some, Mr. President, who 
think th°y see dark clouds upon the 
horizon of our future, and express 
grave apprehension as to the stability 
of the government ordained by the 
people of the United States and estab- 
lished by the Constitution. In a popu- 
lation ot ninety millions, comprising 
people from all parts of the earth, 
many of whom have no proper concep- 
t or. of liberty regulated by law, nor 
any just regard for the rights of 
others, who must expect to find many 
who indulge in gloomy forebodings as 
to the future of the country, and who 
seem to cultivate the habit of predict- 
ing disaster. Such people are quite 
unhappy when the facts do not justify 
them in believing that everything is 
going wrong. But there is no occasion 
tor alarm. The American people, 
knowing +hat eternal vigilance is the 
price of liberty will take care that no 
harm shall come to the Government. 
At all tim^s since the organization of 
the Government they have shown 
themselves equai to every emergency, 
however, sudden or startling, which 
involved the safety of our free insti- 
tutions. They may seem, at times, to 
tolerate false, visionary and mischevi- 
ous views, but in the end they surely 
recognize the dangers of the situation, 
whatever they may be. and do what 
prudence and patriotism require at 
their hands. Their /final deliberate 
judgment upon public questions is 
quite certain to be the best of all con- 
cerned. 

What, let me ask, are some of the 
grounds upon which the pessimist of 
these days bases his fears for the 
safety of our institutions? He per- 
suades himself to • believe that the 
trend in public affairs to-day is to- 
wards the centrailzation of all govern- 
mental power in the nation and the 
destruction of the rights of the 
States. If his were really the case, 
the duty of every American would J>e 
to resist such a tendency bv every 
means in his power. A National Gov- 
ernment for national affairs, and State 
government for State affairs, is the 
, foundation rock upon which our insti- 
tutions rest. Any serious departure 
from that principle would bring disas- 
ter upon the American people and upon 
the American system of free Govern- 
ment. 

But the fact is not as the pessimist 
alleges it to be. The American people 
are more determined than at any time 
in their history to maintain both 
National and State Rights, as those 
rights exist under the Union ordained 
by the Constitution. fi I say the people 
of the United Slates, for although the 
Constitution was accepted by the sep- 
arate action of the people in their re- 
spective States, they moved together, 
in their collective capacity, as one 
people, in crearing a Nation for cer- 
tain specified objects of general con- 
cern. They will not patiently consider 
any suggestion or device that looks to 
a Union upon any other basis. They 
will maintain, at whatever cost [and in 
all their integrity, both National and 
State Rights. 

The best friends of State rights, per- 
mit me to say, are not those who 
habitually denounce as illegal every- 
thing done by the General Govern- 
ment, but those who recognize the 
Government of the Union as possess- 
ing all the powers granted to it the 
Constitution, either expressly or by 
necessary implication for, without a 
General Government possessing such 
powers in relation to matters of 
national concern, the States would be 
in perpetual conflct, and lose their 
prestige before the world. 'With equal 
truth, it may be said, that the best 
friends of the Union are those who 
hold that the States possess all gov- 
ernmental powers not granted to the 
General Government, and that are not 
inconsistent with the Constitution of 
the Unitea States or with a Republican 
form of government. The people of 
the United States cherish, and will 
compel adherence, to the fundamental 
doctrine that the States are vital parts 
of the American system of govern- 
ment; and they will equally insist 
upon the recognition of the just pow- 
ers of the States— to be exerted alwajs 
in subordination to the Supreme Laws 
of the land— as essential to the preser- 
vation of our liberties. The Supreme 
Court of the United States has again 
and again declared, upon full consider- 
ation, that a close and firm Union was 
essential to the liberty and happiness 
of the American people, and that 
“without the States in union there 
could be no such political body as the 
United States.” 

If then the matchless government 
devised by the fathers and ordained 1 y 
iheppopleof the United States is to 
oe preserved and handed down intact 
To posterity. National power and
